artists' night by the management of the
closed car show, which will continue
throughout the remainder of the week at
the Grand Central Palace, and at that
time the Ame- for the contest among;
the scho-jlrchiidren of the city will be
awarded by a committee of judges
made up of a group of nationally
known artists. The competition is lim-
ited only to boys and girls of the
sixth, seventh and eighth prados of the
elementary schools and all hi<rh school
pupils, whatevtr their class. Cash
prizes ere to be given as a reward for
the best cri-j-inal designs for closed
automobile bodies and for the most at-
tractive color scheme both for the ex¬

teriors ar.d the interiors of those
bodies.
The rules governing the contest pro-

vide that the destjma must be painted
in water colors and that they must hot
advertise ny specific nvake of car. It
is also Btipulatyd :-.-.;.

tition all pictures were required to be
in the hands of the committee before
the closing hour of th** show last night,
At that time it was announced that a,
surprisingly large numbeir oí paintings
had been received and that the stand¬
ard of excellence was far above that
which had been expected from such a

group of contestants. The committee'
of artists will meet to-day to pass
judgment on the merits of these de-
sign« and from ¡VI advance information
the competition will be keen.

T.icCay. Three prizes of 150, $25 and $1."i
will be awarded to the pupils in the
hiph schools; three of $25, $15 and $10
will be given to those in the seventh
and eighth prades of the elementary
ichools. and for the pupils of the sixth
prade there are two awards of SI5
and $10.

Virgin Isles Ask
Relief From Ship
And Liquor Laws

American Legislation Hurts
Prosperity of Residents,
Who Long for Freedom
Under the Danish Regime

CHARLOTTE AMALIE, St. Thomas,
V. I., Sept. 11..St. Thomas merchants,
whose prosperity depends chiefly on

the amount of shipping that comes into
the harbor, are hopeful that President
Harding takes prompt and favorable
action on the memorandum recently

handed him by a commission from fit.
Thomas urging that the Volstead act
be not enforced in the Virgin Islands;
that the coastwise shipping law be sus¬

pended and that the quarantine regu¬
lations be abated.
Ship figures compiled from tho cus¬

tom house records show that for th>
year ended June 30, 1922, 2,15« vessels
of all types entered this port, as com¬

pared with 2,662 for the previous yepr.
For the twelve months ended June 30,
1920, 2,246 chips came into port.

It is pointed out here that thv' yet«r
ended June 30, 1921, was abnormal, and
that there has, in fact, been only a
slight decline in the aftual number pf
vesels entering port over tha fiscal
yenr 1920. But, it appears that the port
ia not suflTering so much from the de¬
cline in the number of vessels coining
here as from tho fact that fewer of

these vessel» take on coal or othar
supplies.
Tho united States Shlping Board

built three Inrge oil tanks here with
» capacity of 165,000 barrels to supply
fuel oil to Shipping Board vessels.
They were filled last January and since
then the total withdrawals have been
only about 40,000 barrels.
So fnr this year ships coming into

port to take on coal have averaged less
than one a week and the coaling of
vessels is the chief source of income
for many mon and women, who cnrn
from three to live cents for each bu«- |
kot of coal carried aboard. For the
first three months thin year tho impor¬
tations of coal were 2,1(15 tons, tin com-
pareil with Importations of approxi¬
mately 6,000 tons for a like period last
ve'ir.
Moro caríro has been left in port this

year for transshipment to other porta
than in several years, but despite this
the amount of employment furnished

has been inadéquat«.
